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BOTANY 


Field work is becoming increasingly difficult owing to the restrictions 
necessarily imposed by wartime conditions. Nevertheless, I am glad 
to report that a number of Club members are continuing their botanical 
work. 

The most notable work which has been done this yee pony, 
that of Mr. G. Potts in firmly establishing Tilia platyphylios Scop. 
(the Broad-leaved Lime) as a Shropshire tree. Other workers have 
contributed further to our knowledge of the distribution of various 
plants in the county—data which are of the greatest value in the 
preparation of the Club's long-awaited Flora of Shropshire. I would 
‘appeal to all botanically-minded members to submit lists of the plants 
they meet with (except the commonest), with localities. It is only by 
the comparison of many such lists that we can arrive at any reliable 
knowledge of plant distribution in the county.

VIII. A large double-stemmed tree near the Woodhouse Farm, 
Wyke, which was previously named T. cordata Mill (see 
Bare Facts, 1938) on account of its rather small leaves, 
has now been determined to be of the species platyphyllos 
by Mr. A. Gepp, M.A., F.L.S., late of the Natural History 
Museum. A number of small bushes among Hazel bushes 
a few hundred yards down the dingle from the double- 
stemmed tree have also been pronounced platyphyllos by 
Mr. Gepp. A large tree in a field adjoining the top of 
Benthall Edge and next to the lane leading from Benthall 
Hall and Church to Benthall Edge, previously named 
T. cordata, has now been definitely pronounced to be 
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Jaiyphyllos by the same authority. Another old tree, 
identified as the same species by Mr. Gepp and by Mr. H. A. 
Hyde, of the National Museum of Wales, grows just inside 
Benthall Edge wood opposite the tree last mentioned 
(Potts). 


XII. A large tree, with larger fruit, grows apparently wild on 
Bridgnorth Golf Links (Potts). 

It should be remembered that in 1909 this species was 
found (and recorded) by Ley and Rogers in Wenlock Edge, 
near Longville. Some ten years later the Edge Wood 
between Longyille and Wenlock was cleared of timber, and 
although a few large Limes were left for a time, they, 
too, were felled a few years later. There are still, I believe, 
five large Limes on Tickwood, near Sheinton, and between 
Shirlett and Aldenham, which appear to be wild, but which 
have not been examined. According to Mr. H. J. Burkill, 
a large tree of this species was some years ago cut down at 
Roman Bank, and is believed to be growing again from the 
stump, The Broad-leaved Lime was considered by H. C. 
‘Watson to be native in certain parts of Herefordshire, and 
the late Rev. A. Ley has since stated that it extended 
northwards into Shropshire Clearly this must be in the 
direction of Wenlock Edge (where he found it), and thence 
along to Benthall Edge and district. I should like to add 
that in working on the Limes I have had valuable help 
from Dr. Gepp (Pols).

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ENTOMOLOGY. 


I am glad to be able to record that the improvement noted last 
year was well maintained during 1941, though field work was again 
much curtailed by travelling restrictions and by the many other 
calls upon spare time which the present conditions entail. However, 
even the “ stay-at-home” could not fail to notice that 1941 was a 
“ Clouded Yellow " year, and records from all over the country confirm 
this. Mr. Elliott, of Dowles, recorded one on June 23rd, the first 
Shrewsbury one was seen on August 18th, and by the beginning of 
September they were seen all over the county. The last record is 
October 11th at Kerry. 


Another noteworthy occurrence is the spread of the Red Underwing 
(C. nupta, L.). For many years it was unrecorded for Shropshire, and 
was first noted a few years ago in the Ludlow area. This year two are 
recorded from Bridgnorth (Bythell), two from Church Stretton (Miss 
Auden), and two were caught in Shrewsbury (Pendlebury). 


Hibernated Peacocks and Small Tortoiseshells were first recorded 
on March 16th (Potts at Broseley, Lloyd and Wattison at Cheney 
Longville, and H. H. Hughes on Haughmond). On the same date 

loyd had a Brimstone (G. rhamni, L.) reported on Haughmond, 
and a Comma (P. C-album, L) was seen at Cheney Longville (Lloyd 
and Wattison). The progeny of these hibernated butterflies were out 
by the end of July, and continued, with others of this group, in great 
numbers throughout the late summer and autumn, The last Peacock 
was seen on October 23rd, and Small Tortoiseshell on November 11th. 


The first Large White (P. brassicae, L.) was seen on April 21st 
(Mackenzie), and the first Small White (P. rapae, L.) on May 3rd 
Pendlebury). The infestation of cabbage plants this year was con- 
siderably less than that in 1940—in some places not much more than 
normal. 


I have received nine additions to the list of Shropshire Coleoptera 
from Mr, J. Hignett, subject to confirmation of one or two species by 
Mr. Donisthorpe. The excellent work which Mr. Hignett has done 
during the past years has resulted in a considerable thinning out of the 
possibility of new species being recorded in any numbers in the future, 


Mr. C. H. Wallace Pugh has sent in a list of thirty-six additions to 
the Shropshire Diptera. One of these, Prosalpia pilitaysus, Stein., 
has not been recorded as British, although Mr. J. S. Collin took it 
in Herefordshire in 1934. A Tachinid, Pollenia vagabunda, (Mg.) 
Lundb., was the first male that Mr. C. J.’ Wainwright had seen. Two 
others, Lonchaea polite and L. palens, have been given manuscript 
names by Mr. Collin. 


‘Mr. Wattison and Mr. Lloyd have been working on the Hymenoptera, 
and their list appears below. They also contribute a list of Diptera, 
which includes one species new to the county, 


I have received observations from Miss Mackenzie, Miss Lecke, 
Mr. Potts, Mr. Bythell, of Morville, Bridgnorth, and several other 
members, and I am most grateful for the help which these records 
afford,

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GEOLOGY 


War conditions have again restricted the geological work of the 
Club. 

Mr. E. A. Turner gave a talk on Tuesday, April 8th, describing the 
work of rivers. 

Two field meetings were held during the year—one to the Craven 
Arms district, and the other to the old quarries of Shadwell and Gleedon 
Hill in the Much Wenlock district. Both were well attended, and 
great interest was shown by the members in the fossils collected and in 
the various exposures that were studied. Reports of both meetings 
appear in the Transactions. 

Various unofficial visits have been made to Soudley Quarry, where 
a good number of Caradoc fossils have been collected; to Presthope 
Quarries, on Wenlock Edge, where Wenlock fossils were collected ; 
and to the Craven Arms-View Edge district. In the last-named region 
several small exposures on the road from Watling Street up Goat Hill 
were visited on several occasions, and the following Lower Ludlow 
fossils were collected :— 

Monograptus nilssoni (Borr.) 

Mz scanicus (Tallb.) 

One species of Trilobite (Acidaspis) 
A large number of Orthoceras

Higher up the road is an old road leading to a large disused quarry 
in the Aymestry limestone, above View Farm. A short distance along 
the road there are a few exposures in the Lower Ludlow shales 
higher up in the series. Here were found :— 


A very perfect specimen of Cyphaspls megalops (McCoy) 
‘A good specimen of Proetus latifrons (McCoy) 


Fragments of Calymene sp., Acidaspis sp., Dalmanites caudatus 
(Broug.), Beyrichia kloedeni (McCoy), Monograptus tumescens 
(Wood), Orthoceras, and Orthis (very small). 

In a small old quarry adjoining the larger one, some schists just 
below the Aymestry limestone of the larger quarry are exposed. From 
these were obtained some good specimens of Murehlsonla, Euomphalus, 
Orthoceras, Orthis and Lamellibranchs. The Aymestry limestone yielded 
Chonchidium (Pentamerus) knightil (Sow.), Atrypa reticularis (Linn.), 
and many others. 

On the other side of the ridge, on the road from View Farm over 
View Edge to Stoke Wood, were found good exposures of shale packed 
with Dayla navicula (Sow.). On the other road, over Goat Hill to 
Onibury, in an old quarry, the same horizon was found, with plenty of 
D. navieula. Nearer Onibury the higher beds were met with, crowded 
with Orthis. 

I hope to get all the fossils that have been collected named, and 
have been promised the help of the staffs of various museums; but 
here again we are hampered by the effects of the war.

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ZOOLOGY 


The effects of the frost of February, 1940, were accentuated by that 
of 1941. Goldcrests and Long-tailed Tits were exterminated in many 
districts ; and all the other Tits, as well as Wrens, Stonechats, Mistle 
and Song Thrushes, Tree Creepers, Peewits, and even Starlings, were 
markedly reduced in numbers. 

Very cold winds prevailed throughout the spring to the end of 
May, and this had a depressing effect on all song birds, which were 
strangely silent. Many of the migrants were seen before they had been 
heard—the Cuckoo, for instance, which was much less vocal than 
usual, and did not “ change its tune in June,” but continued to call 
the full minor third to the end of the month. 

While most of the migrants were about normal in dates of arrival 
and departure, the Swallow and Swift were quite abnormal. 

Swallow.—A few odd birds arrived from April 6th onwards, but 
not in any numbers till quite the end of the month, or early May in 
some places. At the end of the season small parties were pessing cast 
at Aberdovey up to October 4th and 5th, and three young ones were 
seen on the 29th. Some even lingered till Christmas, as insect food was 
still obtainable owing to the mild weather. One at Macclesfield, 
December 24th, and another at Oswestry, 26th, where it took refuge 

wh church. A House Martin wasseen at Dowles December 10th. 
few odd ones arrived on May 2nd, 3rd, 6th and 9th, but 
ame on the 12th. The main body left August 12th, but some 
were seen 14th, 15th, 19th, and a party of about twenty on the 20th 
at Aberdovey. 

A pair of Icterine Warblers was watched in a garden in Corvedale 
in June. This is a notable addition to the Shropshire avifauna, and 
the furthest west that it has been recorded in Britain. Another notable 
record is a Snow Bunting, watched for some time on the Longmynd 
on May 14th; rather late for this winter visitor, though not unpre- 
cedented. A fortnight later it had gone. A large number of Brambli 
were at Condover in January and February feeding on beech-mast 
but none recorded elsewhere in Shropshire. A Ringed Plover was seen 
by the Severn at Cressage on August 24th ; it rarely wanders into the 
County. A pair of Golden Plovers seen on the Longmynd on July Sth were 
probably nesting. Although this species nests freely on the Denbigh- 
shire moors, it has only once been recorded in Shropshire—a nest found 
on the Old Racecourse, Oswestry, in 1914. It is rather strange that 
despite the wintry weather hardly any of the water fowl and waders 
from the north were recorded in Shropshire.

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METEOROLOGY 


As regards the list of observers irom whom records have 
been received, I much regret to have to record the death of 
Mr. H. A. Howe, the Engineer at Monkmoor Hospital, and 
Meteorological Recorder at that official station. Mtr. Howe 
died in November, but the regular weather observations were 
maintained, and I have to thank Mr. G. Nicholas, of the 
Borough Health Centre, for collating and furnishing full 
returns for the year. I have also to tender again my thanks 
to Dr. C. Crowther, Principal of Harper Adams Aguedlearal 
College, and to Dr. A. D. Symons, Superintendent of Monk- 
moor Isolation Hospital, for permission to use the records 
from their official stations. And in this connection I am 
particularly glad to be able, by Dr, Crowther’s help, to 
include a report on “ The Weather and the Crops,” by 
Mr, H, E. F. Maddrell, who, though temporarily absent 
from the College on important national work, has most 
kindly furnished a report. His summaries have always been 
a most valuable contribution to the Club’s records. 

The year's weather had few distinguishing or favourable 
features. Rainfall was in most places below average. Sun- 
shine was considerably under average. There were no marked 
extremes of temperature. Snow fell on many days in January 
and February, and was heavy in mid-January when 15 to 
16 inches fell in Shrewsbury from the 18th to the 20th. Drifts 
were heavy and roads impassable in places for a time. In the 
uplands and in many by-roads and lanes, snow remained until 
a rapid thaw set in about the 6th of February, resulting in 
heavy floods. In Shrewsbury the tiver rose very rapidly on 
the 9th, reaching its peak point on the morning of the 10th, 
18 feet above pre-weir summer level*, and constituting the 
highest point reached in the past sixty years. The flood fell 
very quickly, and this unusually rapid rise and fall appeared 
to show the value of the work carried out by the River Severn 
Catchment Board in recent years in clearing the banks of 
obstructions by overhanging trees and by encroaching 
undergrowths. 

The spring was cold and late, much damage being done to 
fruit blossom, resulting in a general failure of hard fruits, 

* Note by Mr. A. W. Ward, Borough Surveyor, Shrewsbury.—The 
readings on the gauge at Welsh Bridge have to be adjusted in order to 
give the actual rise of flood waters SSccurately, ‘When the weir was 

ilt some thirty years ago, it had the effect of raising the level of the 
water at Welsh Bridge 3 feet, so that an apparent rise of, a 18 feet, 


means actually 15 feet of flood water above the present normal or 
summer level. 
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and retarding the growth of crops. There was a dry period of 
sixteen days in May, with cold winds. A drought of nineteen 
days in June, with some of the most genial weather of the 
year. A wet August retarded and damaged grain harvest ; 
but a dry September made some amends. The autumn was 
generally mild. The driest months were April and Sep- 
temper ; the wettest, January and August. 

The following notes on the weather are contributed by 
ol an 
Mr. A. E. Skerritt, Burwarton Hall Gardens :-— 

January, heavy snows, 16th to 20th ; June, heavy thunder- 
storms on 7th, 8th and 9th; August, very wet month. 1941 
was a very bad year for harvesting of onions, etc. Potatoes 
fair, apples bad crop, strawberries good, and raspberries 
extra good. 

F, Lavender, Esq., Bishop's Castle :— 

Nineteen days of snow in January, and 12 days in February, 
1 foot of snow falling in two days in January. 

Major W. H. B. Whitaker, Totterton Hall :— 

A wet, cold August, followed by a good September harvest. 
A fair apple and plum crop. Very few partridges, 
Brig.-General A. M. Tyler, Ticklerton Court :— 

Spring was very late, and the late summer very wet, 
making harvesting difficult and late. Some wheat crops failed 
and had to be re-sown. The autumn was milder than usual, 
which meant that there was abundance of grass for food 
quite late in the year. A noticeable effect of deficiency in 
summer sunshine was, I suppose, that when some ears of corn 
were ripe, the straw was still green. 

W. Swire, Esq., Longdon Manor :— 

With cold easterly blight, the apple, plum and 
blossom perished ; the first year that we have had no apples. 
About fifty rows of strawberries failed to produce a single 
fruit. Raspberries and gooseberries were good. 

J.B. Mackavoy, Esq., Oswestry :— 

January, snow on 16th and 17th, and heavy on 18th. 
Roads frozen on 20th, and the going very bad. 

Lt.-Col. G. P. Pollitt, Harnage Grange :— 

The characteristics of the year were: (1) The cold, dry 
spring, which prevented growth of crops till about the third 
week of May; (2) The heavy August rainfall, which gave an 
exceptional aftermath growth, but interfered with the harvest 
of grain; (3) The exceptionally dry autumn, which made 
autumn tillages exceptionally forward. 
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V.S. Wrigley, Esq., Diddlebury Hall :-— 

Abnormally cold all through March, April and until 
May lth. Continuous east and north-east wind. Very cold 
again on June Ist and 2nd. Heavy and very cold rain on 
August 28rd, which did some damage to standing corn. In 
September, anti-cyclonic weather spoilt by mist and lack of 
sunshine. December exceptionally dry, A good season for 
grain crops, and a thoroughly bad one for fruit. Poor also 
for farm root crops. 


F. Brayshaw, Esq., Bromfield :— 
Snow recorded on seven days in January, three days in 
February, two in March, and two in December. Hay and 


corn crops very good and well harvested. Roots and potatoes 
also good. Apples scarce and stone fruit very poor. 


Mr. J, P. Berry, Oakley Park Gardens :— 

The continued cold and damp atmosphere during the 
spring seriously affected all hardy fruit from its early stages, 
with the result of entire failure of apples, pears and plums. 
Col, Ralph Leeke, Aston Hall, Newport :— 

Bad crop of plums, black currants and strawberries. 

Mr, T. F. Chard, Wem :-— 


Very cold winds in April caused a late season. August 
generally a wet month, which probably was a cause of potato 
blight, 

Mr. L. W. Sharpe, Wenlock Road, Shrewsbury :— 
June 30th, thunderstorm after twenty rainless days, 


September, a very dry month. Onions very poor; 0, 
cabbages and cauliflowers. Cabbage butterflies a pest. 
Harper Adams Agricultural College :— 

Heavy snow on January 20th and 2lst, drifts stopped 
traffic. Thunder in May one day, June two days, July three 
days. Heavy fog, October, one day, November three days. 
December : fog on four days, snow on two days, thunder on 
one day. The 7th of month was exceptional, having sleet, 
snow, hail, sunshine and thunder. 


Monkmoor Hospital, Shrewsbury :—

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THE CROP-WEATHER YEAR OF 1941 


Most farmers, when asked to recall the weather of 1941, 
will speak of the excellent hay harvest, wretched corn harvest 
and the mild autumn weather. They will usually go on to 
talk about the shortage of labour and the greatly increased 
work with the extra ploughing-up, until one would expect 
to hear that crops were unharvested and great chaos reigned, 
whereas it is greatly to their credit that all the work got done. 


Like 1940, the year started badly for farming with snow 
lying on the ground most of JANUARY and FrBruary, and 
then, when it thawed, serious floods were rienced, so that 
all work was backward. Fortunately, in Marcu, the wind 
remained in the east for a long period, and drying was rapid, 
although the weather remained cold so that germination was 
a slow process. APRIL was in the main favourable, with dry 
weather interspersed with light showers. The first fortnight 
of May was very dry, and the only sufferers were the heavier 
Jand farmers, who had some difficulty in getting a tilth for 
the swede crop. The wet and warmer second half of the 
month provided excellent growing weather. JuNE was ideal 
(for the second year in succession), weeds were killed with the 
minimum of effort, and haymaking carried out under wonderful 
conditions that extended well into Jury. AvuGusT was a 
different story—after three fine hot days, there was continuous 
rain ; only two days being without some sort of rain between 
the 4th and 29th. Once again August proved to be the wettest 
month of the year, bearing out the average figures obtained 
over a period of 35 years. Crops were laid, and harvesting 
was very difficult. 


There was a temporary relief in SEPTEMBER with four hot, 
sunny days. Following this, although little rain fell, the 
days were cloudy and dull so that carrying was difficult, 
OcrToBER was sunny and mild, and the extensive business of 
getting the greatly increased potato acreage harvested was 
carried out under good conditions. NOVEMBER was again 
mild, and more wheat than usual was sown this month. 
DECEMBER was also mild, and wheat grew strongly, 

The outstanding features of the year were :— 

(1) The late start ; 

(2) Ideal hay harvest ; 

(3) Wretched corn harvest with excessive lodging ; 

(4) Extremely favourable autumn, giving the late- 
sown wheat every opportunity. 
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The crops in 1941 could be described as follows :— 


‘Wueat, where standing, gave good results, but much was 
laid, and mildew was rife on wheat grown on peaty soils, with 
consequent lowering of yield and quality. 


Oats were excessively lodged, and even when standing, 
gave disappointing results, much of the corn being “ light.” 


BaRLEy yields were low to average, with quality not good. 
(One of the effects of the war could be seen in the many fields 
of MrxEp Corn grown, which was a most unusual practice for 
this district in peacetime. The season was not favourable for 
the BEANs in the mixture, and the same applied in a lesser 
degree to the Pras, although exceptions could be seen in a 
few fields. Whether this was due to excessive competition by 
the oats and barley, or bad pollinating weather, or some other 
factor is not clear.) 


Root crops, on the other hand, were good. PoTaToEs 
were an excellent crop for the second year in succession. 
Blight was very prevalent, but the more general knowledge 
as to the best way of dealing with this disease minimised the 
losses in the clamp. Farmers were more concerned to find a 
market for the white varieties. 


SuGar Bret gave heavier yields than was at one time 
expected, and again surprised opinion with a good sugar 
content in spite of the wet August and dull September. 

MANGOLDs and SWEDEs were good crops, swedes especially 
on light soils did excellently, but suffered on heavy soils 
from a bad start. 


CARROTS were universally good, and a large surplus 
existed throughout the country. 


Excellent crops of common Turnips sown late after the 
early potatoes were seen. 


Hay crops were of good yield and outstanding quality.
